The  tradition  of  his  family  descendants  is  that  he 
had  removed  to  Fairfield  in  his  old  age,  and  when 
Fairfield  was  burned,  July  7  and  8,  1779,  by  the  British 
troops  under  Governor  Tryou,  his  house  was  the  first 
house  burned.  It  is  now  claimed  by  the  "  Historian  of 
Fairfield,"  that  the  first  house  burned  was  Isaac 
Jennings',  as  John  was  the  son  of  Isaac  Jennings  and  his 
father  Isaac  had  been  dead  many  years,  he  might  have 
been  living  in  the  house,  as  his  brother  Isaac  Jennings 
was  also  dead,  as  shown  by  his  will  filed  in  1760.

Mary  Jennings,  the  daughter  of  Capt.  Nathan 
Jennings  and  wife  of  Commodore  Reid,  made  the 
American  flag  at  her  house,  assisted  by  some  of  her 
young  lady  friends,  according  to  an  Act  of  Congress, 
passed  April  4,  1818,  and  approved  by  President  Mon- 
roe, and  adopted  in  its  present  form;  the  design  was 
made  by  Commodore  Reid  at  the  request  of  Peter  H. 
Wendover,  chairman  of  the  Congressional  Committee. 
The  new  flag  made  by  Mary  Jennings  Reid,  was  hoisted 
over  the  House  of  Congress  while  Henry  Clay  was 
Speaker,  April  13,  1818,  at  2  o'clock  P.  M. 

It  will  be  understood  that  the  American  flag  before 
this  time  was  made  to  represent  as  many  stripe.';  and 
stars  as  there  were  states.  The  new  flag  reduced  the 
stripes  to  the  original  thirteen  states,  adding  only  stars 
for  the  new  states.

Isaac  Jennings,  M.  D.,  was  born  in  Fairfield,  Conn., 
and  studied  medicine.  He  practiced  first  in  Derby, 
Conn.,  and  in  1839  removed  to  Oberlin,  Ohio.  After 
some  years  of  practice,  his  views  on  medicine  under, 
went  a  change  and  he  retired  from  the  practice  of  the 
profession.  The  last  twenty-five  years  of  his  life  he 
devoted  principally  to  writing  and  promulgating  his 
views.  He  was  the  author  of  four  books:  "Medical 
Reform,''  "Philosophy  of  Human  Life,''  "The  Tree  of 
Life,"  and  "Orthopothy."

"John  Gould  Jennings  was  educated  in  the  schools 
of  his  native  town.  When  a  boy  often  he  went  with 
his  father  on  a  voyage  to  China,  and  at  the  age  of 
seventeen,  he  chose  the  life  of  a  sailor,  but  afterwards 
abandoned  it,  and  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
carriages.  In  1849  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Cali- 
fornia, and  resided  for  a  long  time  at  San  Lonardo.  He 
never  returned  to  the  east.  He  engaged  principally  in 
the  business  of  building  small  vessels  for  trade  on  the 
Sacramento  river,  in  which  he  had  fair  success. 

"In  his  various  occupations  he  has  manifested 
quite  a  genius  for  mechanical  invention.  One  of  his 
inventions  was  a  many  chambered  or  revolving  rifle, 
almost  identical  with  the  Colts  revolver.  In  the 
summer  of  1835  or  G,  by  appointment  of  Congress,  a 
trial  was  made  at  West  Point  of  new  improved  firearms. 

"John  G.  Jennings  was  present  with  two  well 
made  rifles,  twelve  and  sixteen  chambers  respectively, 
confident  that  there  would  be  none  there  to  excel  his  in 
design  and  arrangement,  but,  great  was  his  surprise  to 
find  a  rifle  almost  identical  with  his,  introduced  by  one 
who  afterwards  became  the  well-known  Mr.  Samuel 
Colt.  His  disappointment  was  still  greater  when  he 
learned  that  Mr.  Colt,  by  only  about  one  month,  had 
preceded  him  in  his  application  for  a  limited  states 
patent.  Mr.  Jennings  declined  to  continue  the  trial  or 
invention  any  further,  notwithstanding  the  military 
officers  present  assured  him  that  they  liked  best  his 
arrangement  for  loading  and  discharging,  etc.  As  he 
believed  that  the  main  principle  of  his  invention  (the 
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revolving  chamber)  was  lost  to  him,  he  had  no  time> 
money  or  heart  to  spend  in  the  other  parts. 

"This  is  one  among  many  instances  of  simultaneous 
inventions.  This  genius  or  aptitude  for  mechanical 
invention  seems  to  run  in  a  degree  in  some  branches  of 
the  Jennings  Family,  of  Fairfield,  Conn.  The  record 
in  the  Patent  office  at  Washington,  shows  over  two 
hundred  in  the  name  of  Jennings;  thirty-six  of  which 
are  credited  to  Isaac  Jennings,  formerly  of  Fairfield; 
many  of  which  were  important.  One  was  the  invention 
of  friction  match.es  now  in  universal  use.

Henry  W.  Cannon  is  president  of  the  Chase 
National  Bank,  of  New  York  city  ;  his  business  career 
has  brought  him  to  the  front  rank  as  President  of  one 
of  the  leading  banks  in  the  city  of  New  York  while  a 
young'  man  not  forty  years  of  age.  At  the  age  of 
twenty-one  he  was  a  successful  banker  in  the  state  of 
Minnesota.  He  was  appointed  Comptroller  of  rhe  Cur- 
rency of  the  United  States  and  removed  to  Washington 
in  May,  1884.  His  line  of  descent  is  from  along  list  of 
honorable  and  distinguished  ancestors,  prominent  in 
the  Indian  and  Revolutionary  wars,  traced  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  country  back  to  the  first  Puritan  settlement

PROMINENT  AMERICAN  BANKERS — HENRY  W.  CANNON.* 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  born  at  Delhi,  N. 
Y.,  September  27,  1850.  His  ancestry  was  Puritan  and 
his  line  of  descent  is  especially  distinguished  by  the 
circumstance  that  it  springs  from  Peregrine  White, 
"  the  first  white  child  born  in  New  England."  The 
grandfather,  Benjamin  Cannon,  served  conspicuously 
in  the  war  for  independence,  and  died  during  confine- 
ment as  prisoner  of  war  to  the  British  in  the  infamous 
Old  Sugar  House  in  New  York  City.  His  father, 
George  Bliss  Cannon,  served  as  postmaster  of  Delhi 
for  a  number  of  years,  and  was  a  merchant  of  good 
repute,  a  zealous  citizen  and  intimate  friend  of  Horace 
Greeley. 

Henry  White  Cannon,  who  is  the  elder  of  two  sons, 
received  his  elementary  education  in  the  schools  of  his 
native  place.  He  then  took  a  course  in  the  Delaware 
Literary  Institute.  At  the  completion  of  his  studies 
at  that  institution  he  determined  upon  the  pursuit  of 
banking  as  his  vocation  in  life.  In  accordance  with 
this  purpose  he  accepted  a  position  in  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Delhi,  and  at  the  age  of  20  was  teller 
of  the  bank.  Going  West,  in  1870,  an  ambition  which 
many  energetic  aud  capable  young  men  entertained  at 
that  period,  he  became  associated  with  the  Second 
National  Bank  of  St.  Paul.  A  year  later  he  removed 
to  Stillwater,  Minn.,  where  he  had  now  founded  the 
Lumbermen's  National  Bank.  For  thirteen  years  he 
was  the  life  and  soul   of   this   institution,   and  in  that

period  his  capacity  as  a  bank  manager,  though  tested 
severely,  was  not  found  wanting.  The  newness  of  his 
surroundings,  the  pioneer  character  of  many  of  the 
commercial  undertakings  of  the  territory,  brought  into 
his  hands  many  new  opportunities  for  the  employ- 
ment of  funds  upon  credit  of  a  character  still  doubtful 
as  bankable  material.  To  deal  successfully  with  new 
credits  which  arise  in  a  rapidly  growing  section  requires 
the  wisest  discrimination  and  a  thorough  appreciation 
of  the  resources  of  the  new  country  and  its  possibilities 
■of  growth.  It  likewise  requires  stability  of  character 
to  resist  the  allurements  which  new  but  untried  exper- 
nients  in  business  hold  out  for  rapid  gains  not  founded 
upon  observation  and  experience.  Although  Mr.  Can- 
non's acquirements  as  a  practical  banker  were  perhaps 
still  in  the  experimental  stage  when  the  panic  of  1873 
broke  out,  the  banking  structure  which  he  had  founded 
at  Stillwater  passed  through  that  ordeal  unharmed. 

In  recognition  of  his  capacity  as  a  financier  he  was 
employed  to  negotiate  loans  for  the  city  of  St.  Paul. 
When  the  National  debt  was  refunded  he  was  chosen 
by  many  banks  in  the  Northwest  to  conduct  the  nego- 
tiations with  the  Treasury  iu  which  they,  as  holders  of 
government  bonds,  were  especially  interested.  In  pur- 
suit of  these  important  undertakings,  Mr.  Cannon 
entered  upon  that  series  of  close  relations  with  the 
financial  department  of  the  Government  which  was 
thereafter  to  offer  him  the  broadest  field  for  the  exer- 
cise of  his  high  mental  and  administrative  powers.  In 
1884  he  was  appointed  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  by 
.  President  Arthur,  succeeding  a  gentleman  (John  Jay 
Knox)  who  had  served  in  that  capacity  for  a  number  of 
years  with  great  distinction.  It  was  in  this  service 
that  Mr.  Cannon's  extensive  and  minute  knowledge  of 
the  theory  and  practice  of  banking  in  both  its  legal  and 
economic  aspects  was  of  great  value  to  the  interests 
which  then  came  directly  under  his  supervision.  His 
■duties  as  Comptroller  of  the  Curiency  began  almost 
simultaneously  with  the  banking  panic  of  1884.  But  the 
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experience  which  he  had  acquired  in  1873  enabled  him 
to  take  up  the  extremely  delicate  responsibilities  then 
attached  to  this  office  with  greater  confidence  than  one 
usually  does  at  the  threshold  of  new  problems.  The 
world  of  finance  laboring  in  the  storm  of  dangerous 
forces  looked  to  the  new  Comptroller  with  perfect  con- 
fidence. That  he  was  conspicuously  fitted  by  disposi- 
tion and  knowledge  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office 
was  shown  especially  in  his  appearance  before  the 
Senate  Finance  Committee,  where  a  resolution  to 
investigate  certain  phases  of  the  panic  as  affecting  the 
banks  of  New  York  was  in  process  of  being  favorably 
reported.  The  unreasonable  inquisitiveness  which  is 
displayed  on  such  occasions  by  Congress  is  one  of  the 
menacing  factors  in  our  banking  practice.  Mr..  Cannon 
met  the  committee  with  a  thorough  exposition  of  the 
causes  of  the  panic,  the  condition  of  the  banks,  solidity 
unless  the  government  should  do  something  to  disturb 
confidence.  Impressed  with  the  admirable  judgmen 
and  serious  utterance  of  the  man  before  them,  the 
Finance  Committee  decided  to  leave  tne  matter  un- 
touched, and  the  event  proved  not  only  the  wisdom  of 
that  course,  but  also  the  clearness  and  precision  with 
which  Mr.  Cannon  has  estimated  the  developments  of 
the  time.  Aside  from  the  peculiar  responsibilities 
which  the  occurrence  of  panic  imposes  upon  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  Currency,  the  work  of  administering 
this  department  was  involved  with  special  duties  relat- 
ing to  the  extension  of  the  charters  of  National  banks, 
during  Mr.  Cannon's  term.  The  law,  passed  in  1882, 
provided  that  no  charter  should  be  renewed  until  the 
Comptroller  had  made  a  special  examination  of  the 
condition  of  the  bank  applying  for  an  extension  of  its 
franchise.  Over  nine  hundred  associations  thus  came 
under  his  special  observation  in  1885,  and  in  conformity 
with  the  conscientious  thorough ness  with  which  his 
undertakings  have  always  been  guided,  Mr.  Cannon 
devoted  a  good  deal  of  personal  attention  to  this  work. 
And  here  again  his  knowledge  of  credit,  especially  that 
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arising  in  the  new  territories  of  the  country,  was  of 
utmost  value  to  the  banking  interests  whose  right  to 
continue  in  business  was  to  be  determined  by  him.  In 
1885  President  Cleveland  desired  to  reappoint  Mr.  Can- 
non Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  but  the  latter  declined. 
In  1886  he  was  elected  vice  president  of  the  National 
Bank  of  the  Republic  of  New  York  city,  of  which  his 
predecessor  as  Comptroller,  Mr.  Knox  was  president. 
In  November  of  1886  he  retired  from  the  vice-presi- 
dency of  that  institution  to  become  president  of  the 
Chase  National  Bank,  a  position  which  he  still  holds. 
The  city  which  he  choose  for  his  future  residence  was 
quick  to  recognize  his  power  to  do  it  eminent  service, 
and  he  was  appointed  an  aqueduct  commissioner  by 
Mayor  Grant.  In  1891  Mr.  Cannon  served  on  the  Assay 
Commission  and  in  1892  was  a  delegate  to  the  Interna- 
tional Monetary  Conference  of  Brussels.  During  the 
panic  of  1893  Mr.  Caunon  was  a  member  of  the  New 
York  Clearing  House  committee,  whose  important 
work  in  supporting  business  and  public  credit  we  aie 
all  familiar  with.

*THE  JENNINGS  FAHILY  OF  VIRGINIA. 


This  family  of  Jennings  have  claimed  to  he  de- 
scended from  Humphrey  Jennings,  the  great  Iron- 
master of  Birmingham,  who  died  A.  D.  1690,  and 
claimed  to  be  entitled  to  the  property  left  by  William 
Jennings  of  Acton  Place. 

They  say  they  are  descended  from  John  Jennings, 
who  was  the  grandson  of  Humphrey,  and  the  son  of 
John.  John  Jennings,  with  Ann,  his  wife  (then  preg- 
nant) and  their  children,  Elizabeth,  (about  10  years  old) 
Luke  and  John,  and  perhaps  Grace  and  Dolly,  with  a 
nurse  called  Marjory,  embarked  at  Whitehaven,  Eng- 
land for  America,  and  landed  about  the  1st  of  December, 
1754,  at  Fredericksburg,  Va.  Thomas,  their  eldest  sou 
and  next  child  to  Elizabeth,  having  been  left  behind 
with  a  rich  uncle,  supposed  to  be  named  Cenors,  Cenos  or 
Zenos.  This  family  became  very  numerous  in  Virginia, 
and  their  descendants  there  are  among  the  most  noted 
families  in  the  Old   Dominion.

"And  Stephen,  full  of  faith  and  power,  did  great  wonders  and 
miracles  among  the  people. — Acts  VI:  8. 

In  the  early  years  of  our  country's  history,  those 
who  sought  a  home  here  lived  an  adventurous  life. 
The  full  story  of  Stephen  of  Hatfield  and  his  descen- 
dants would  be  a  wonderful  tale,  could  it  only  be  told. 
Every  phase  of  life  is  here  :  The  quiet  home,  burdened 
only  with  domestic  cares ;  wars  and  captivity  and 
ransom ;  struggles  to  bring  a  wilderness  into  subjection  ; 
the  midnight  attack  of  the  savage ;  even  the  too  fre- 
quent tragedy  of  massacre ;  and  at  last  when  a  civilized 
state  has  been  erected,  the  enjoyment  by  the  sons,  of  a 
citizenship  well  earned  or  created  by  the  fathers. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  the  compiler  is  de- 
prived of  exploiting  so  promising  a  field  of  investigation. 
Though  unable  to  add  anything  as  the  result  of  original 
research,  he  has  here  given  the  facts  as  they  have  fallen 
to  him  ;  believing  that  they  will  not  only  be  of  interest 
to  those  of  the  Jennings  name,  to  whom  they  may  be 
new,  but  also  that  they  help  toward  the  accomplishment 
of  the  purpose  originally  had,  viz:  to  gather  into  one 
whole  so  many  of  the  items  touching  the  history  of  the 
Jennings  Family  in  America  as  it  might  be  possible  to 
collect.  With  full  ackuowldgment  of  the  sources  of 
information,  and  with  no  claim  to  original  facts,  this 
lineage  is  presented.

At  the  assault  on  Hatfield,  Sept.  19,  1677,  the 
Indians  took  Hannah,  wife  of  Stephen  Jennings,  cap- 
tive to  Canada,  where,  on  the  14th  of  March  following 
was  born  a  daughter,  who  was  called  after  getting  home 
the  same  year  Captivity. 

The  following  bit  of  history  is  taken  from  Judds 
"History  of  Hadley."  It  relates  to  the  expedition  of 
Stephen  Jennings  and  Benjamin  Waite  to  ransom  their 
wives  and  children,  and  the  other  captives  who  were 
taken  by  the  French  and  Indians  in  the  attack  on 
Hatfield,  on  Sept.  19,  1677.  They  were  the  first  men  of 
New  England  to  pass  down  Lakes  George  and  Cham- 
plain  to  Canada. 

"Benjamin  Waite  and  Stephen  Jennings,  men  of 
energy  and  perseverence,  undertook  to  redeem  their 
wives  and  children  and  the  other  captives.  They 
obtained  a  commission  from  the  Government  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  set  out  from  Hatfield  on  the  24th  of 
October  and  went  by  way  of  Westfield  to  Albany.     The 

making  hay,  were  sprung  upon  suddenly   by  the   Indians   and  killed.     His  widow,  Mrs.

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ruling  men  frowned  upon  their  enterprise,  and  after 
they  had  proceeded  to  Schenectady,  brought  them  back 
by  force  to  Albany  and  sent  them  down  to  New  York 
to  Governor  Andrews,  under  pretence  of  some  new 
order  from  him.  Capt.  Brockhurst  interceded  for  them, 
and  they  were  sent  back  with  a  pass,  and  arrived  at 
Albany  November  19.  Here  they  again  met  with  dis- 
couragements, and  were  obliged  to  hire  a  Mohawk 
Indian  to  conduct  them  to  Lake  George.  This  savage 
was  more  humane  and  friendly  than  the  governing  men 
in  the  Colony. 

"The  Lake  George  being  open,  he  fitted  up  for  them 
a  canoe  about  December  16,  and  drew  for  them  a 
draught  of  the  Lakes  they  were  to  pass.  They  went 
down  Lake  George,  and  carried  their  canoe  two  miles 
upon  their  backs  to  Lake  Champlain,  where  they  were 
hindered  by  ice  and  head  winds  many  days,  and  reached 
Chamblu  on  the  6th  day  of  January,  1678.  At  Sorrell 
and  the  vicinity  they  found  the  captives.  They  went 
down  to  Quebec  where  they  were  civilly  entertained 
by  the  French  Governor,  who  granted  them  a  guard  of 
eleven  persons  toward  Albany.  They  left  Quebec  on 
the  19th  of  April,  and  Sorel  on  the  2d  of  May,  having 
redeemed  all  the  captives. 

"The  French  had  been  kind  to  them.  They  arrived 
in  Albany  on  Wednesday,  22d  of  May.  From  Albany 
a  messenger  was  sent  to  Hatfield  with  the  following 
letters,  written  by  two  plain  men  :  They  are  natural 
and  unstudied,  and  coming  from  the  heart  must  have 
reached  the  hearts  of  others,  especially  Waits  : 

Albany,  May  22,  1678. 
Loving  Wife 

Having  now  opportunity  to  remember  my  kind  love  to  thee 
and  our  child  and  the  rest  of  our  friends,  though  we  met  with 
great  afflictions  and  trouble  since  I  see  thee  last.  Yet  here  is  now 
opportunity  of  joy  and  thanksgiving  to  God  that  we  are  now 
pretty  well,  and  in  a  hopeful  way  to  see  the  faces  of  one  another 
before  we  take  our  final  farewell  of  this  present  world. 

Likewise  God  hath  raised  up  freinds  amongst  our  enemies  and 
there  is  but  three  of  us  dead  of  all  those  that  were  taken  away, 
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■Sergeant  Plympton,  Samuel  Russell,  Samuel  Foote's  daughter,  so 
I  conclude,  being  in  haste  and  rest  your  most  affectionate  husband 
till  death  makes  a  separation.  Q.utntgn  Stock  well. 

Albany,  May  23,  1678. 
To  my  loving  friends  and  kindred  at  Hatfield  : 

These  few  lines  are  to  let  you  understand  that  we  arrived  at 
Albany  now  with  the  captives  and  we  now  stand  in  need  of 
assistance  for  my  charges  is  very  great  and  heavy,  and  therefore 
any  that  have  any  love  to  our  condition  let  it  move  them  to  come 
and  help  us  in  this  strait. 

Three  of  the  captives  are  murdered  -Old  Goodman  Plympton, 
Samuel  Foots  daughter,  Samuel  Russell.  All  the  rest  are  alive 
and  well  and  now  at  Albany,  namely,  Obadiah  Dickinson  and  his 
child,  Mary  Foot  and  her  child,  Hannah  Jennings  and  three  chil- 
dren,* Abigail  Allis,  Abigail  Bartholomew,  Goodman  Colemaus 
children,  Samuel  Kellogg,  my  wife  and  four  children  and  Quintou 
Stock  well.  I  pray  you  hasten  the  matter  for  it  requireth  great 
haste. 

Stay  not  for  the  Sabbath  or  shoeing  of  horses.  We  shall 
endeavor  to  meet  you  at  Canterhook  (Kiuderhook)  it  may  be  at 
Housatonock.  We  must  come  very  softly  because  of  our  women 
and  children.  I  pray  you  hasten  them,  stay  not  night  nor  day 
for  the  matter  requireth  haste.  Bring  provisions  with  you  for  us. 
Your  loving  kinsman 

Benjamin  Wait. 

At  Albany,  written  by  our  hand,  as  I  have  been  affected  to 
yours,  all  that  were  fatherless  be  affected  to  me  now  and  hasten 
the  matter  and  stay  not  and  ease  me  of  my  charges.  You  shall 
not  need  to  be  afraid  of  enemies. 

"They  remained  in  Albany  five  days,  and  on  Mon- 
day, May  27,  walked  twenty-two  miles  to  Kinderhook 
where  they  met  men  and  horses  from  Hatfield.  They 
went  through  the  woods  to  Westfield  and  soon  reached 
Hatfield  in  safety.  The  captives  had  been  gone  eight 
mouths  and  Jennings  and  Wait  seven  months. 

"The  day  of  their  arrival  was  one  of  the  most  joyful 
days  Hatfield  ever  knew.  The  ransom  of  the  captives 
cost  above  two  hundred  pounds  which  was  gathered  by 
contribution  among  the  English. 

"Copies  of  the  letters  of  Stockwell  and  Wait  were 
carried  to  Medfield  on  the  29th  of  May,  and  Rev.  John 
Wilson,  of  that  place,  immediately  sent  them  to  the 

*The  children  of  Hannah  Jennings  were  GilleU  children  by  her  first  husband. 
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Governor  and  Council  at  Boston,  who  had  previously 
appointed  the  6th  of  June  as  a  day  of  fasting  and 
humiliation. 

"After  receiving  these  letters  they  issued  an  addi- 
tional notice  to  the  publick,  May  30 : 

"  Knowing  that  tbe  labour,  hazard  and  charge  of  said  Benja- 
min Wait  and  his  associate  have  been  great,  we  recommend  their 
•case  with  the  captives  for  relief  to  the  pious  charity  of  tbe  elders, 
ministers  and  congregations  of  the  several  towns  that  on  the  fast 
day,  they  manifest  their  by  contributing  to  the  relief  of  said  per- 
sons, and  the  ministers  are  desired  to  stir  up  the  people  thereunto. 
For  quickening  this  work  we  do  hereby  transmit  a  copy  of  Benja- 
min Waitsletter,  to  be  read  publickly  either  before  or  upon  that  day. 
And  what  is  freely  given  is  to  be  remitted  to  Mr.  Anthony  Stod- 
dard, Mr.  John  Joy  lift' and  Mr.  John  Richards,  or  either  of  them, 
who  are  appointed  to  deliver  and  distribute  the  same  for  the  ends

CHAPTER  XIII.

The  family  of  Stephen  of  Frarningham,  Mass.,  is 
here  presented,  only  in  such  a  manner  as  to  complete- 
ness, as  the  facts  in  hand  enabled  the  compiler  so  to 
do.

One  of  the  great  difficulties  encountered  in  tracing 
the  lineage  of  any  family  found  in  a  given  locality  in 
the  remote  period  of  our  nation's  pre-organization,  is 
to  absolutely  identify  its  connection  with  other  families 
of  the  same  name.  This  difficulty  arises  largely  from 
the  fact  that  then,  as  now,  men  lived  and  died  without 
any  other  than  a  local  reputation,  except  that  here  and 
there  some  act  done,  or  service  rendered,  brought  one 
into  greater  renown. 

Again,  the  population  of  the  early  colonies  was 
restless,  and  the  families  separated,  and  each  member 
in  turn  became  the  head  of  a  new  family  in  a  commun- 
ity where  his  brethren  were  unknown.  This  migratory 
disposition  of  the  colonists  destroyed  the  continuity  of 
lineage,  even  where  record  might  have  been  kept. 
Hence  we  find  traces  of  perhaps  the  same  family  in  the 
Jerseys,  Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  the  New  England 
States,  and  to  follow  their  journeyings  is  beyond  the 
purpose  as  well  as  the  power  of  the  compiler.  So  the 
lineage  here  given  begins  where  certainty  exists,  with- 
out effort  having  been  made  to  trace  the  family  relation 
of  John  of  Southampton  with  any  other  family,  such 
task  being  left  for  one  more  fully  informed.

"  Mariah  Elizabeth  Jennings  was  born  near  Walnut 
Hill,  Illinois,  May  24,  1834.  She  attended  the  public 
schools  of  the  neighborhood,  and  when  nearly  grown 
was  the  pupil  of  Silas  L,.  Bryan,  who  was  nearly  twelve 
years  her  senior.  At  an  early  age  she  connected  herself 
with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  which  was  the 
church  of  her  parents,  and  remained  a  member  until 
about  1877,  when  she  united  with  the  Baptist  Church  at 
Salem,  to  which  her  husband  belonged.  She  was  a 
woman  of  excellent  sense  and  superior  management. 
Her  husband's  frequent  absence  from  home  threw  upon 
her  a  large  portion  of  the  responsibility  for  the  care  and 
discipline  of  the  family,  and  for  some  years  after  his 
death  her  entire  time  was  given  to  the  nurture  and 
education  of  the  five  minor  children.  When  the  boys 
were  grown  up  she  removed  from  the  farm  to  Salem, 
and  became  au  active  worker  in  her  church  and  in  socie- 
ties for  social  improvement.  She  always  took  a  deep 
interest  in  the  political  fortunes  of  her  son  William,  and 
he  has  always  felt  indebted  to  her  equally  with  his 
father  for  counsel  and  instruction.  She  lived  during 
•the  later  years  of  her  life  in  a  home  which  William 
bought  for  her  use  with  the  first  savings  from  his 
congressional  salary.  After  a  lingering  illness,  which 
she  bore  with  great  patience,  she  died  on  the  27th  of 
June,  1896,  and  was  laid  to  rest  by  the  side  of  her 
husband."

Biography  of  William  Jennings  Bryan. 

[Selected   from   the   biographical  s ketch  by  his  wife,  prefixed  to   "The    First   Battle" 
by  W.  J.  Bryan.] 

"William  Jennings  Bryan  was  born  in  Salem,  111., 
March  19,  1860.  He  was  sturdy,  round-limbed  and 
fond  of  play.  There  is  a  tradition  that  his  appetite, 
which  has  since  been  a  constant  companion,  developed 
very  early.  The  pockets  of  his  first  trousers  were 
always  filled  with  bread,  which  he  kept  for  an  emer- 
gency. One  of  the  memories  belonging  to  this  period 
was  his  ambition  to  be  a  minister,  but  this  soon  gave 
place  to  determination  to  become  a  lawyer  "like  father." 
This  purpose  was  a  lasting  one,  and  his  education  was 
directed  toward  that  end. 

,  "At  the  age  of  ten,  William  entered  the  public 
school  at  Salem,  and  during  his  nve  years'  attendance, 
was  not  an  especially  brilliant  pupil,  though  he  never 
failed  in  an  examination.  In  connection  with  his 
school,  he  developed  an  interest  in  the  work  of  literary 
and  debating  societies. 

"At  fourteen  he  became  a  member  of  the  Cumber- 
laud  Presbyterian  Church      L,ater,  he  joined  the  First 
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Presbyterian  Church  at  Jacksonville,  Illinois,  and,  upon 
our  removal  to  Nebraska,  brought  his  letter  to  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lincoln,  to  which  he  still 
belongs. 

"At  fifteen  he  entered  Whipple  Academy,  the  pre- 
paratory department  of  Illinois  College,  at  Jacksonville,. 
Illinois,  and  with  this  step  a  changed  life  began.  Vaca- 
tions found  him  home,  but  for  eight  years  he  led  the 
life  of  a  student,  and  then  took  up  the  work  of  his  pro- 
fession. Six  years  of  his  school  life  were  spent  in 
Jacksonville,  in  the  home  of  Dr.  Hiram  K.  Jones,  a 
relative.  The  atmosphere  of  this  home  had  its  influ- 
ence upon  the  growing  lad.  Dr.  Jones  is  a  man  of 
strong  character,  of  scholarly  tastes,  and  of  high  ideals, 
and  during  the  existence  of  the  Concord  school  was  a 
lecturer  upon  Platonic  Philosophy.  His  wife,  too,  was 
a  woman  of  rare  attainments,  and  having  no  children, 
they  gave  the  youth  a  home  in  the  fullest  sense  of  that 
word. 

"His  parents  wished  him  to  take  a  classical  course, 
and  while  sometimes  grumbling  over  his  Latin  and 
Greek,  he  has  since  recognized  the  wisdom  of  their 
choice.  Of  these  two  languages,  Latin  was  his  favorite. 
He  had  a  strong  preference  for  mathematics,  and  es- 
pecially for  geometry,  and  has  believed  that  the  mental 
discipline  acquired  in  this  study  has  since  been  useful 
iu  argument.  He  was,  too,  an  earnest  student  of 
political  economy. 

"In  the  fall  of  1881  he  entered  the  Union  College 
of  Law  at  Chicago.  Out  of  school  hours  his  time  was 
spent  in  the  office  of  ex-Senator  Lyman  Trumbull,  who 
had  been  a  political  friend  of  Mr.  Bryan's  father.  This 
acquaintance,  together  with  the  fact  that  a  warm  friend- 
ship existed  between  Mr.  Bryan  and  his  law  school 
classmate,  Henry  Trumbull,  the  judge's  son,  led  to  the 
establishment  of  a  second  foster  home — a  home  in  which 
he  and  his  family  have  ever  found  a  cordial  welcome. 
In  this  home,  but  lately  bereft  of  its  head,  he  spent  his 
first  Sabbath  after  the  Democratic  National  Convention. 
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"Mr.  Bryan  stood  well  in  law  school,  taking  an 
especial  interest  in  constitutional  law.  Here  again,  he 
was  connected  with  the  debating  society  of  the  college, 
and  took  an  active  part  in  its  meetings.  At  graduation, 
his  thesis  was  a  defense  of  the  jury  system.  His  first 
fee  was  earned  in  the  County  Court  at  Salem. 

"On  July  4,  1883,  Mr.  Bryan  began  the  practice  of 
his  profession  in  Jacksonville,  Illinois.  Desk  room  was 
obtained  in  the  office  of  Brown  &  Kirby,  one  of  the 
leading  firms  in  the  city,  and  the  struggle  encountered 
by  all  young  professional  men  began.  The  first  six 
months  were  rather  trying  to  his  patience,  and  he  was 
compelled  to  supplement  his  earnings  by  a  small  draft 
upon  his  father's  estate.  Toward  the  close  of  the  year, 
he  entered  into  correspondence  with  his  former  law 
school  classmate,  Henry  Trumbull,  then  located  at 
Albuquerque,  New  Mexico,  and  discussed  with  him  the 
advisability  of  removing  to  that  territory.  After  the 
1st  of  January,  however,  clients  became  more  numerous, 
an$  he  felt  encouraged  to  make  Jacksonville  his  per- 
manent home.  The  following  spring  he  took  charge 
of  the  collection  department  of  Brown  &  Kirby's  office, 
and  in  a  little  more  than  a  year  his  income  seemed 
large  enough  to  support  two.  During  the  summer  of 
1884,  a  modest  home  was  planned  and  built,  and  on 
October  1,  1884,  he  was  married." 

In  1806,  Mr.  Bryan  was  nominated  for  the  Presi- 
dency by  the  Democratic  party  in  convention  at  Chicago, 
but  was  defeated  by  William  McKinley,  yet  he  is  today 
the  recognized  leader  of  the  National  Democracy*

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INTRODUCTION. 

In  the  early  settlement  of  this  country,  when  the 
population  was  small  and  scattered,  groups  of  families 
were  so  allied  by  intermarriage  through  several  gener. 
ations,  that  in  order  to  get  the  history  of  one,  you  must 
trace  almost  as  thoroughly,  several  others.  In  this  way 
the  compiler  has  made  abridged  genealogies  of  a  num- 
ber of  allied  families,  which  he  here  inserts  in  the  hope 
of  giving  assistance  to  someone  more  nearly  descended 
therefrom,  who  will  fill  out  and  complete  the  record. 

The  descendants  of  the  Pilgrim  and  Puritan  stock 
have  spread  over  the  land  and  many  American  families 
of  a  few  generations  in  this  country  are  allied  with 
them  by  marriage.  It  is  therefore  thought  not  inappro- 
priate that  these  short  genealogies  should  be  prefaced 
by  a  more  extended  account  of  these,  our  forefathers, 
than  is  usually  given  in  the  histories,  which  speaks  of 
them  collectively  as  the  Pilgrims,  by  giving  the  Passen- 
ger Lists  of  the  Mayflower,  the  Fortune,  the  Anne,  and 
the  Little  James.

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LIST  OF  PASSENGERS  IN  THE  MAYFLOWER.* 

Being  the  names  of  those  who  came  over  first,  in 
the  year  1620,  and  were  the  founders  of  New  Plymouth, 
which  led  to  the  planting  of  the  other  New  England 
Colonies.  This  list  of  their  names  and  families  was 
preserved  by  Governor  Bradford,  at  the  close  of  his 
history,  and  is  here  presented  in  the  order  in  which  he 
placed  them.  The  value  of  such  an  accurate  list  can 
not  be  too  highly  estimated. 

ME.  JOHN  CARVER  ;    who  was  chosen  their  fust  Governor  on 
their  arrival  at  Cape  Cod.     He  died  the  first  spring. 
KATHERINE,   his  wife;    she  died  a   few  weeks  after  her 
husband,  in  the  beginning  of  summer. 

DESIRE  MINTER;  afterwards  returned  to  her  friends,  in  poor 
health,  and  died  in  England. 

JOHN  HOWLAND,  man  servant;  afterwards  married  the 
daughter  of  John  Tillie  and  had  ten  children. 

ROGER  WILDER,  man  servant;  died  in  the  first  sickness. 

WILLIAM  LATHAM,  a  boy;  after  more  than  twenty  years 
visited  England,  and  died  in  the  Bahama  Islands. 

A  maid  servant ;  who  married  and  died  one  or  two  years  after. 

JASPER  MOORE;  who  died  the  first  season. 

MR.  WILLIAM  BREWSTER;  their  Ruling  Elder,  lived  some 
twenty-three  or  four  years  after  his  arrival.  MARY,  his 
wife;  died  between  1(>23  and  1027. 

LOVE  BREWSTER.,  a  son;  married,  lived  to  the  year  1650; 
had  four  children. 
WTRESTLING  BREWTSTER,  youngest  sou. 

RICHARD  MORE  and  brother;  two  boys  placed  with  the 
Eider.  Richard  afterwards  married  and  had  four  or  more 
children.

Afterwards  he  adds  :  "Of  these  one  hundred  persons  who  came 
over  in  the  first  ship  together,  the  greatest  half  died  in  the 
general  mortality,  and  most  of  them  in  two  or  three  months 
time."  Omitting  these  two  hired  sailors  who  returned,  and 
counting  the  person  that  died  and  the  child  that  was  born  on 
the  passage  as  one  passenger,  we  have  the  exact  number — one 
hundred  of  the  Pilgrim  Company  "who  came  over  in  the  first 
ship,"  and  as  fifty-one  died  the  first  season,  this  enumeration 
makes  good  those  other  words  of  the  historian,  that  "the 
greater  half  died  in  the  general  mortality." 
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That  arrived  after  one  year,  in  the  second  small  ship, 
"  Fortune."  Being  parts  of  families,  with  others,  left 
in  England  or  Holland  the  year  before.  They  arrived 
at  New  Plymouth  on  the  11th  of  November,  1G21.

THE  MAYFLOWER  COMPACT.* 


On  the  1 1th  day  of  November,  1G20  (old  style),  there 
was  drawn  on  the  lid  of  a  chest  on  board  of  the  May- 
flower, at  Cape-Codd,  and  signed  by  forty-one  of  the 
principal  men  of  the  first  band  of  Pilgrims,  a  platform 
of  government  known  as  the  Compact,  and  which  gave 
to  these  people  the  claim  of  being  the  first  "Signers''  of 
this  great  and  free  United  States  of  America.

"HON.  JOHN  ALDEN, §  ancestor  of  most  persons  bearing 
the  name  of  Alden  in  this  country,  was  one  of  the  Plymouth 
Pilgrims,  and  the  last  male  survivor  of  those  who  came  in  the 
Mayflower,  aud  sigued  the  compact  in  her  cabin  in  1620. 

"He  was  not  of  the  Leyden  Church,  but,  as  Bradford  in  his 
'History  of  Plimouth  Plantation'  informs  us,  'was  hired  for  a 
cooper  at  Southampton,  where  the  ship  victualed;  and  being  a 
hopeful  yong  man  was  much  desired,  but  left  to  his  own  liking" 
to  go  or  stay  when  he  came  here;  but  he  stayed  and  maryed 
here.' 

"He  was  distinguished  for  practical  wisdom,  integritj7  and 
decision,  and  early  acquired  and  retained  during  his  long  life  a

commanding  influence  over  his  associates.  Pie  was  much  em- 
ployed in  public  business;  was  an  assistant  to  the  Governor  for 
many  years  ;  and  in  every  position  be  occupied,  fulfilled  bis  duties 
promptly  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  bis  employers. 

"His  ancestors  in  England  have  not  been  traced,  so  far  as  is 
known  to  the  writer. 

"He  was  born  in  1.599,  and  died  at  Duxbury  12th  September. 
•  1687,  'in  a  good  old  age,  an  old  man,  and  full  of  years;  and  was 
gathered  to  Ids  people,— and  his  sons  buried  him.' ' 

_  "He  married  probably  in  1021,  Priscilla,  daughter  of  Mr. 
William  Molines,  or  Mullens,  who  with  bis  wife  came  also  in  the 
Mayflower,  and  both  died  in  the  February  succeeding  their 
landing. 

"  Tradition  represents  Priscilla  to  have  been  very  beautiful  in 
her  youth;  and  John  also  a  comely  person ;  and  considering  his 
other  accomplishments,  it  is  not  surprising,  tbat  when  he  was 
sent  by  Captain  Btandish,  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  to  solicit  her 
hand  in  marriage,  she  preferred  the  messenger  to  the  message. 

As  be  warmed  and  glowed,  in  bis  simple  and  elegant 
language,  quite  forgetful  of  self,  and  full  of  the  praise  of  bis 
rival.  Archly  the  maiden  smiled,  and,  with  eyes  overrunning 
with  laughter  said,  in  a  tremulous  voice,  'Why  don't  you  speak 
for  yourself,  John'." 

"Their  residence  after  a  few  years  was  in  Duxbury,  on  the 
north  side  of  the  village,  on  a  farm  which  is  still  in  possession  of 
their  descendants  of  the  seventh  generation,  having  never  been 
alienated. 

"He  made  no  will,  having  distribub  d  the  greater  part  of  bis 
estate  among  bis  children  during  bis  life  time.  Jonathan,  bis 
third  son  with  whom  he  resided  on  the  old  homestead,  admin- 
istered on  bis  estate,  and  made  a  final  settlement  with  the  heirs 
June  13,  1GSS. 

"  The  settlement  is  as  follows  :  "  We  whose  names  are  sub- 
scribed, personally  interested  in  the  estate  of  John  Alden  senior 
of  Duxbury,  Esquire,  lately  deceased,  do  hereby  acbuowledge 
ourselves  to  have  received,  each  of  us.  our  full  personal  proportion 
thereof  from  Jonathan  Alden,  Administrator  thereof,  do  by  these 
presents  for  ourselves,  our  heirs  and  executors  acquit,  discharge 
fully  the  said  Jonathin  Alden,  bis  heirs  forever  of  and  from  all 
rights,  dues,  demands  whatsoever,  relating  to  the  aforesaid  estate."

Samuel  Allen*  settled  in  the  parish  of  East  Bridge- 
water  as  early  as  16G0.  He  was  one  of  the  original 
landed  proprietors  of  the  town,  and  held  many  offices 
of  trust  and  honor  from  the  people.  He  was  town 
clerk  from  1683  to  1702,  was  a  member  of  the  Legisla- 
ture in  1693,  was  in  many  of  the  battles  with  the 
Indians  in  those  times,  and  once,  while  on  a  march  to 
join  Capt.  Church  with  twenty  of  his  neighbors,  took 
seventeen  prisoners  after  a  desperate  conflict.  The 
records  of  the  town  still  bear  witness  of  his  character 
for  accuracy  and  research.

The  first  Bordens  in  England  came  over  with 
"William  the  Conquerer,"  fought  at  Hastings  (year 
•1066),  and  after  the  overthrow  of  Harold,  were  assigned 
estates  in  the  County  of  Kent,  and  lived  there  for 
centuries. 

Religious  domination  at  last  became  intolerable, 
and  some  tried  other  places,  notably  a  John,  who  went 
to  Wales  about  the  time  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  came  to 
Plymouth,  Mass.  Later  two  sous  of  his,  Richard  and 
John,  returned  to  the  old  Borden  Home  in  England, 
intending  to  emigrate  to  America.  At  that  time  the 
"Oath  of  Conformity''  was  mandatory  on  all  emigrants. 

Richard  was  a  firm  Quaker  and  lie  refused  to  take 
the  oath,  so  he  failed  to  get  a  "permit,"  but  his  brother 
obtained  one,  and  with  his  wife  and  two  children  em- 
barked May  12,  1635,  in  the  "Elizabeth  &  Ann,"  Roger 
Cooper,  Master.  As  Richard  arrived  here  at  about  the 
same  time,  they  probably  came  as  they  intended  in  the 
same  vessel.  Probably  the  latter  bargained  with  the 
Captain  to  take  him  on  board  outside  the  port ;  a  dis- 
senter who  could  not  obtain  a  "permit''  frequently  came 
in  that  way  without  one.

Bay  in  New  England, 
Yeoman,  is  as  followeth,  being  sound  of  mind  and  memory,  blessed 
be  God  therefor,  although  something  weakly  of  body,  and  being 
desirous  to  dispose  of  and  settle  the  little  of  the  worldly  estate  it 
hath  pleased  God  to  bless  me  with  in  this  world,  to  and  among 
my  wife  and  children.  Imprimis,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my

It  is  to  her  the  Compiler  is  debtor  for  mnchof 
the  Borden  Record. 

Andrew  Jerome  Borden  died  in  1889.  He  was  a 
clear  headed,  upright,  intelligent  business  man,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Brayton  M.  E-  Church,  and  during  seven 
years  he  was  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  was  not 
absent  one  Sunday  from  his  post. 

Mary  Amanda  Borden  was  the  youngest  grand- 
child of  Benjamin  and  Priscilla  {Westgate)  Borden. 
She  was  Principal  of  the  Slade  Grammar  School,  in 
Fall  River,  Massachusetts,  for  ten  years,  a  member  of 
the  Brayton  M.  E.  Church,  and  lived  an  exceptionally 
useful  and  beautiful  life.

Of  the  place  of  birth,  the  residence  previous  to 
emigration  from  England,  or  the  ancestry  of  Ralph, 
we  have  no  positive  history.  There  is  a  tradition  among 
his  descendants  that  he  came  from  Exeter,  in  the  year 
1634,  and  this  tradition  is  probably  correct.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  he  was  married  in  England,  and  that  his  wife 
came  with  him,  but  her  maiden  surname  and  the  dates  of 
her  birth  and  death  are  unknown.  Her  christian  name  is 
spelled  in  the  old  records  in  three  different  ways,  viz: 
lone,  Jone  and  Joan  ;  we  have  adopted  the  last  ortho- 
graphy as  now  the  most  common. 

The  earliest  trace  of  Ralph  hitherto  discovered,  is 
in  the  records  of  Newport,  R.  I.  His  name  is  there 
found  under  date  of  "first  of  eighth  month''  (October), 
16.°>8,  in  a  list  with  fifty-eight  others  arranged  as  "A 
Catalogue  of  such  persons  who,  by  the  General  Consent 
of  the  Company,  were  admitted  to  the  Inhabytants  of

11  The  earliest  settler  in  this  country  bearing  the 
family  name,  of  whom  we  have  a  record,  and  the  ances- 
tor of  what  has  long  been  known  as  the  '  Bridgewater 
Branch  of  the  Leonard  Family,'  must  have  been  born 
about  1610  in  Monmouthshire,  or  vicinity,  in  the  south- 
westerly part  of  England. 

"He  seems  to  have  emigrated  first  to  Leyden  in 
Holland,  probably  with  his  father  whose  name  it  is 
believed  was  Samuel.  There  is  some  probability  that 
they  came  to  this  country  together;  if  so,  the  father 
must  have  died  soon  after.  The  exact  period  that 
Solomon  emigrated  to  this  country,  and  the  place  from 
which  he  embarked;  it  has  been  impossible  to  ascer- 
tain. Judge  Mitchell,  in  his  History  of  Bridgewater, 
says:  '  In  1629,  thirty-five  of  the  Leyden  people,  with 
their  families,  arrived  at  Plymouth,  and  in  1G30,  sixty 
more  came.  Many  of  the  Bridgewater  proprietors  were 
doubtless  among  these.' 

It  has  been  stated  that  he  came  with  the  family  of 
Minister   Robinson,    but    late    investigations    seem    to 


•The  record  of  the  Leonard  family  is  taken  from  "Solomon  Leonard  and  his  descen- 
dants" by  Manning  Leonard. 
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prove  that  but  one  of  the  family,  his  sou  Isaac,  came  in 
1631.  It  has  also  been  stated  that  he  came  with  Roger 
Chandler  and  perhaps  Edmund  Chandler,  who  were 
probably  brothers.  They  were  both  taxed  in  Plymouth, 
(and  admitted  freemen),  in  1633,  and  soon  after  were  in 
Duxbury,  where  both  had  grants  of  land. 

He  was  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Colony  Com- 
pany in  Plymouth  for  a  time,  but  became  one  of  the 
early  settlers  of  Duxbury.  Mr.  Justin  Winsor,  in  his 
history  of  this  town,  says  it  was  settled  by  the  people 
of  Plymouth,  and  that  they  were,  many  of  them,  of  the 
highest  respectability,  and  in  the  colony  affairs  took 
prominent  and  active  parts.  Of  the  twenty  subscribers 
to  the  Civil  Compact,  signed  in  the  cabin  of  the  May- 
flower in  November,  1620,  who  survived  the  fatal  first 
winter,  seven— Elder  Brewster,  Capt.  Standish,  Mr. 
Alden,  Mr.  Rowland,  Francis  Eaton,  Peter  Brown  and 
George  Soule — became  inhabitants  of  Duxbury.  At 
one  time  it  was  of  vast  area,  including  within  its  bounds 
Pembroke,  Hanson,  Marshfield,  part  of  Kingston  and 
Bridgewater. 

The  exact  date  of  Solomon  Leonard's  settlement  in 
Duxbury  cannot  be  fixed.  Mr.  Winsor  says  the  records 
show  he  was  there  when  the  town  was  incorporated, 
1637.  He  had  land  at  "  Blue  Fish,"  in  what  is  now  the 
northerly  part  of  the  Village  of  Duxbury,  uear  the  bay. 

Associated  with  the  renowned  Miles  Standish,  John 
Alden,  Constant  Southworth,  William  Bradford  and 
others,  54  in  all,  Solomon  Leonard  became  one  of  the 
original  proprietors  of  Bridgewater,  and  one  of  the 
earliest  settlers  there  ;  Mr.  Savage  says  as  early  as  1645, 
but  it  must  have  been  some  years  later.  The  grant  of 
the  plantation  by  the  Court  was  not  made  until  1645, 
and  the  Indian  title  to  the  territory  was  made  by  deed 
of  "  the  good  old  Massasoit,"  dated  March  23,  1649. 
The  town  was  not  incorporated  as  a  distinct  township 
until  1656.  It  contained  at  one  time  about  ninety-six 
square  miles  of  territory,  the  greater  part  of  Abington 
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and  what  is  now  Hanson,  were  included  within  its 
bounds,  as  well  as  the  "  Four  Bridgewaters,"  the  North 
Parish  being  now  the  thriving  city  of  Brockton. 

The  first  settlement  was  made  near  what  io  now 
West  Bridgewater.  "  Each  settler  had  at  first  a  grant 
of  a  house  lot  of  six  acres  on  the  town  river,  then  called 
Nuckatest  or  Nuncketetest,  an  Indian  name  in  close 
affinity  with  that  of  the  pond  from  which  it  flows,  now 
called  Nippenicket,  formerly  written  Neapnucket  or 
Neapnuncket.  The  first  lots  were  taken  up  in  West 
Bridgewater,  and  the  first  houses  built,  and  first  im- 
provements made  there;  and  the  settlement  was  called 
after  the  name  of  the  river,  Nuncketest  or  Nunckety, 
sometimes  Unkety.  These  Indian  names  were  variously 
written — in  Governor  Hinckley's  deed  of  conformation, 
the  pond  itself  is  called  Unketest.  The  plantation  bore 
the  more  general  appellation  of  Satucket.  These  house 
lots  were  contiguous  and  the  settlement  compact,  with  a 
view  to  mutual  aid,  when  common  protection  and  de- 
fense against  the  Indians  should  be  required,  and  ex- 
tended on  each  side  of  the  river.'' — History  of  Bridge- 
water. 

Solomon  Leonard's  house-lot  seems  to  have  been 
near  the  center.  On  this  he  erected  a  humble  habita- 
tion that  was  probably  the  dwelling  place  oi  himself 
and  family  to  the  close  of  his  life. 

After  a  faithful  and  indefatigable  search  of  many 
years,  it  is  hard  to  be  obliged  to  say  that  no  record  can 
be  given  of  the  family  name  of  his  wife,  the  date  of 
their  marriage,  or  the  births  of  their  children.  We  only 
know  that  she  bore  the  excellent  name  of  Mary,  which 
has  been  so  creditably  perpetuated  in  the  families  of 
her  descendants.  It  is  sad  to  realize  that  so  much  of 
our  knowledge  of  the  family  is  dependent  upon  tradi- 
tion which  is  often  unreliable. 

They  were  undoubtedly  married  before  1640  and 
had  a  large  family  of  children,  most  of  them  probably 
born  in  Duxbury,  and  several  dying  while  young.

Jacob  Leonard  born  in  Duxbury,  about  1647,  mar- 
ried first,  it  is  supposed,  Phebe  Chandler,  daughter  of 
Roger  Chandler,  one  of  the  "three  sisters" — probably 
about  the  time  he  became  of  age.  She  must  have  died 
before  1679,  for  about  this  time  he  married  his  second 
wife.  Where  he  lived  after  his  marriage  with  his  first 
wife,  and  where  her  death  occurred,  it  is  impossible  to 
tell.  The  tradition  is  that  he  was  with  the  earliest 
settlers  of  "  Quinsigamond''  (Worcester);  if  so,  he  was 
driven  off  as  were  the  others,  by  the  Indians  in  1675. 
The  family  may  have  tarried  for  awhile  in  Marlborough, 
but  probably  during  most  of  King  Philip's  War  were  in 
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Bridgewater,  as  that  was  considered  more  secure  from 
the  attacks  of  the  Indians  than  the  newer  towns.     , 

Possibly  they  may  have  lived  a  short  time  in  Men- 
don,  but  on  the  second  attempt  to  settle  Quinsigamond, 
now  named  Worcester,  in  1684-5  we  find  him  and  his 
family  located  in  the  vicinity  of  what  is  now  called 
Quinsigamond  Lake.  They  were,  however,  so  troubled 
by  the  raids  of  the  Indians,  that  they  became  discour- 
aged and  removed  to  Bridgewater  about  May  1,  1G93,  for 
the  town  records  show  that  at  this  date  they  were 
"  warned  out."

Mr.  Roach  B.  McCabe,  of  Blairsville,  Pa.,  in  a 
letter  to  compiler  dated  Sept.  14,  1898,  says : 

"  In  regard  to  the  western  McCabe's  (that  is  the 
Bishop's  family),  it  was  always  my  father's  belief  that 
that  wing  of  the  family  sprung  from  his  uncle  Robert, 
who  early  left  this  state  for  the  west  and  all  trace  of  him 
was  lost.'' 

♦Alexander  McCracken,  a  most  eloquent  Preacher,  was  the  descendant  of  the 
Hamiltons  of  Ireland,  a  Lranch  of  the  Scotch  Hamiltons,  which  in  turn  was  a  branch  of 
the  English  O-mily  of  Hamiltons. — Mrs.  Catista  McCabe  Manly. 
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Bishop  C.  C.  McCabe,  in  a  letter  to  the  compiler 
dated  Aug.  21,  1898,  says: 

"  I  cannot  tell  you  much  about  my  grandfather 
except  this — he  was  a  shoemaker  and  was  a  very  good 
man,  greatly  respected  by  everyone.  Upon  the  lot 
where  he  lived  now  stands  a  church  in  Marietta,  Ohio. 
He  came  there  from  Fayette  County,  Pa.  He  was  a 
class  leader  and  powerful  in  prayer;  so  was  Polly,  his 
wife.     They  were  poor  yet  making  many  rich. 

"John  Stewart,  the  colored  man,  whose  incursion 
into  the  Wyandotte  Tribe  of  Indians  at  Upper  San- 
dusky, were  so  successful  that  it  was  the  occasion  of  the 
organization  of  the  Missionary  Society  in  1819,  was  a 
member  of  my  grandfather's  class.  He  was  a  colored 
man  but  filled  with  the  power  of  God.  That  great 
Society,  which  now  has  its  missions  in  so  many  lands, 
and  numbers  its  converts  by  the  hundred  thousands, 
had  its  spiritual  spring  in  the  humble  room  where  my 
grandfather  led  his  class,  and  where  Polly  McCabe  car- 
ried the  little  audience  to  the  gates  of  heaven  by  her 
wonderful  prayers." 

Tradition  says  the  first  methodist  sermon  preached 
in  Ohio  was  preached  at  tneir  home  by  Robert  Manly. 


"Origin  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  Indian  Territory. 

"In  the  vear  1816,  a  Methodist  Minister  was  preaching  in 
Marietta  "  io.  There  was  in  the  congregation  one  John  Stewart, 
a  colored  man,  who  was  deeply  convicted  under  the  preaching  of 
the  "Word,  and  very  soon  thereafter  he  was  genuinely  converted. 
Soon  after  his  conversion  Stewart  was  meditating  upon  his  wonder- 
ful deliverance  from  sin,  when  he  heard  what  appeared  to  he  the 
voice  of  a  woman  singing.  As  he  listened  he  heard  the  voice  of  a 
man  calling  to  him  from  a  northwesterly  direction.  He  regarded 
the  voice  as  the  call  of  God  to  some  service,  he  knew  not  what. 
Robert  McCabe,  grandfather  of  Secretary  McCabe,  a  business 
man,  but  an  'exhorter,'  known  as  the  'Little  Bishop'  because  of  his 
Christian  zeal,  was  the  class  leader  of  Stewart.  The  Quarterly 
Conference  of  Marietta  refused  to  give  Stewart  license  to  go  out  on 
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his  call,  upon  which  Kobert  McCabe  gave  him  a  letter  of  recom- 
mendation to  the  Ohio  Conference  and  that  body  sent  him  on  his 
mission. 

"Starting  in  the  direction  from  whence  the  voice  came,  he 
traveled  some  distance  through  the  forest,  until  he  came  upon  a 
fragment  of  a  tribe  of  Indiaus,  who  were  preparing  for  one  of 
their  peculiar  feasts  and  siuging  their  heathen  songs. 

"Stewart  sung  a  Christian  hymn,  which  delighted  the  rude 
savages,  aud  they  desired  him  to  sing  again.  Then  Stewart  re- 
lated the  story  of  his  conversion,  and  supposing  his  mission  was 
accomplished,  started  on  his  homeward  journey.  But  immed- 
iately he  heard  the  Voice  calling  him  still  farther  to  the  north- 
west, and  turning  his  steps  in  the  direction  indicated  by  the  voice, 
Stewart  journeyed  on  until  he  came  to  the  place  now  known  as 
Upper  Sandusky,  (O.,)  where  he  found  the  Wyandotte  Indians. 
He  believed  he  was  sent  to  preach  the  gospel  to  those  Indians,  but 
how  to  accomplish  his  task  he  did  not  know,  as  he  could  not 
speak  their  language. 

"Providentially,  there  was  with  the  Indians  a  colored  man 
whose  name  was  Jonathan  Pointer,  who  had,  many  years  before, 
escaped  from  slavery  in  Kentucky,  and  who  had  been  a  Christian 
and  a  Methodist. 

"Stewart  said  to  Pointer,  '  I  must  preach  to  these  people  and 
you  must  interpret.'  Pointer  replied  :  'Ihave  no  religion  and  I 
cannot  interpret.'  Stewart  replied:  'You  can  get  religion,  and 
you  can  get  it  at  once.'  The  exhortation  was  followed  by  a  season 
of  penitent  prayer  on  the  part  of  Pointer,  who  was  soon  restored 
to  the  favor  and  fellowship  of  the  Savior.  He  was  then  readj'  to 
interpret  the  message  Stewart  was  so  anxious  to  communicate  to 
the  Indians. 

11  Stewart's  first  sermon  was  preached  to  one  old  squaw.  The 
next  day  an  old  Indian  came  with  the  squaw,  and  on  the  third 
day,  which  was  the  Sabbath,  eight  or  nine  Indians  came  to  hear 
the  Word  of  life.  With  that  service  a  revival  began  which  con- 
tinued until  hundreds  of  the  Wyandotte  tribe  were  converted  and 
received  into  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  These  Indians 
were  served  at  dilerent  times  by  such  eminent  ministers  as  James 
B.  Findlay,  Chi  .es  Elliott,  Russell  Bigelow,  J.  C.  Brook  and 
others. 

"This  revive  Bent  a  thrill  through  the  whole  church,  and 
collections  were  taken  to  sustain  the  work  and  erect  a  stone 
•chapel.  This  chapel  was  the  first  one  ever  erected  by  Methodists 
for  a  heathen  people. 

[It  is  still  standing  and  has  been  repaired,  and  at  the  late 
session  of  the  Central  Ohio  Conference  at  Sandusky,  was  recog- 
nized with  appropriate  ceremonies.— Ed.] 

"The  interests  aroused  in  the  church  by  this  revival  resulted 
in  the  organization  of  the  Missionary  Society  in  the  year  1816,  in 
the  city  of  New  York. 
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"The  Wyandottes  sold  their  reservation  of  only  10  x  12  miles 
in  Upper  Sandusky,  Ohio,  in  1843,  and  moved  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Kansas  river,  and  established  a  mission  near  the  present  town  of 
Rosedale.  In  1S71  they  moved  down  into  the  Indian  Territory 
and  there  organized  a  Methodist  Church,  the  first  in  the 
Territory." — Minutes  of  the  Indian  Mission  Conference,  1889. 

Robert  McCabe  is  buried  iu  Mound  Cemetery, 
Marietta,  Ohio.  His  tombstone  bears  the  following 
inscription  :

Dr.  L,  D.  McCabe  was  one  of  the  most  genial,  de- 
servedly i  pular,  and  influential  men  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  in  educational  circles. 

He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from 
the  Allegheny  College  in  1855,  and  Doctor  of  Laws 
from  vSyracuse  University,  in  1875.  Besides  valuable 
contributions  to  church  periodicals,  Dr.  McCabe  has 
written  several  books,  such  as  "The  Philosophy  of 
Holiness,"  "The  Foreknowledge  of  God  and  Cognate 
ubjecls  "  and  the  "  Divine  Nescience." 
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Daring  the  first  years  of  his  connection,  which 
began  in  1844,  with  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  at 
Delaware,  Ohio,  he  taught  Mathematics,  but  in  18G0 
was  elected  to  the  chair  of  Philosophy,  which  he  occu- 
pied till  1805,  when  he  retired.  In  1860  he  was  elected 
Vice  President  of  the  University,  and  has  served  since 
in  that  capacity.  For  five  years  of  this  period  he  was 
acting  President.

The  Meidinger'  Meitinger,  Meittinger,  Maydinger 
family,  once  numerous  in  Central  Germany,  has  nearly 
disappeared.

Julius  Henry  Meidingerf  and  sister  MathildeJ,  occupy- 
ing the  old  family  homestead,  56  Bleich  Strasse, 
Frankfurt  *IM  (wine  and  tea  merchant) ;  and  their 
cousin,  Professor  Henry  Meidinger,  Carlsruhe,  Baden, 
director  of  the  Landesgewerbe  halle,  and  a  nephew  of 
Heinrich  Meidinger  named  Edward  Busch  in  Philadel- 
phia, Pa. 

These  people  are  all  well  advanced  in  life.  The 
Professor  is  married  but  has  no  children.

The  family  emigrated  to  America,  and  arrived  in 
Philadelphia  September  30,  1754,  on  board  ship  Broth- 
ers, Capt.  Muir,  from  Rotterdam,  and  must  have  settled 
in  Lancaster,  Pa.,  soon  after  arrival. 

The  writer*  has  learned  nothing  of  the  parentage 
or  early  history  of  George  Ludwig  Meittiuger. 

Other  families  of  Meidingers  resided  about  that 
period  iu  Frankfurt  A|M,  and  he  may  be  a  member  of 
one  of  these,  and  of  this  we  have  old  family  legends  to 
substantiate.

William  Nixon  with  his  family,  consisting  of  a  wife 
and  two  children,  moved  to  Washington  County,  Ohio, 
in  1794.  They  first  located  about  five  miles  from 
Marietta,  but  after  living  there  a  few  years  Mr.  Nixon 
purchased  a  farm  at  the  mouth  of  Eight  Mile  Run, 
where  the  family  made  its  home  until  1810.  Early  in 
that  year  Mrs.  Nixon  died.  During  their  residence 
there  three  children  had  been  born  to  them  and  two 
had  died.  After  the  usual  period  of  mourning,  Mr. 
Nixon  married  Elizabeth  {Stephenson)  Jennings,  widow 
of  Jonathan  Jennings,  who  with  her  family  of  nine 
children  were  close  neighbors,  the  families  were  united, 
thus  crowding  under  one  small  roof  the  estimable 
couple  and  seventeen  children.  They  lived  in  perfect 
harmony,  and  in  after  life  the  children  had  only  the 
most  kindly  feeling  for  one  another. 

Mr.  Nixon  was  a  tauner  by  occupation  and  at  that 
time  was  regarded  as  an  expert  at  his  trade.    He  estab- 

(005) 
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lisbed  a  tannery  on  the  Jennings  farm  and  as  deerskins 
were  used  in  the  construction  of  almost  every  article  of 
the  settlers'  wardrobes,  he  did  not  lack  for  patronage. 
In  his  younger  days  he  united  with  the  M.  E.  Church. 
After  forty  years  left  it,  claimed  to  be  a  Unitarian.  It 
was  customary  in  the  early  days  for  housekeepers  to 
keep  a  bottle  in  the  cupboard  to  treat  all  callers.  The 
drinking  habit  grew  on  Mr.  Nixon  so  that  he  was  sel- 
dom sober.  He  was  kind  to  all  outside  of  his  own 
family,  but  a  tyrant  to  his  own,  requiring  strict  obed- 
ience to  his  will.  On  account  of  his  habits  and  differ- 
ence in  religious  belief  his  wife  left  him,  and  their 
latter  days  were  lived  apart. 

Mr.  Nixon's  parents  were  from  Ireland.  They 
came  to  America  without  children,  settled  in  Bedford 
County,  Pennsylvania.  They  had  ten  children,  three 
of  whom  were  boys,  George,  William  and  Thomas. 
George  served  four  years  in  the  Revolutionary  War 
under  Washington. — {Edward  Nixon,  1458).

"The  Western  Pennsylvania"  Stevensons  or  Steph- 
ensons  are  a  different  family — Scotch  Irish. 

The  first  I  have  of  them  was  Joseph  Stevenson 
wife  Margaret  in  Cumberland  County,  Penn.,  in  1757, 
son  John  born  1720,  died  1819. 
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First  wife — Mitchell,  moved  to  Washington  County,

was  named  Elizabeth. 

I  have  nothing  back  of  this,  but  am  inclined  to 
think  they  are  descended  from  Gyan  Stevenson,  who 
in  my  paper  I  mention  had  a  mill  in  1715-6  in  Kennett 
Township,  Chester  County,  Penn.,  and  was  assessed 
there  8  day  4  mo.,  1715.  At  that  date  there  was  a  con- 
siderable emigration  from  the  North  of  Ireland  to  that 
section  of  Pennsylvania  and  think  that  Gyan  is  a  corrup- 
ted sound  for  George  as  spoken  in  their  dialect.  The 
name  George  runs  in  the  Western  Pennsylvania  family. 
The  descendants  of  these  Scotch  Irish  moved  out  from 
the  Quakers,  westward,  to  Lancaster,  Cumberland,  Fay- 
ette and  Washington  Counties.
